American idealo and form u government, Dr. R. jft-Bpnoih postmaster 
at Jamestown, told member* of Ihe North Dakota Sta/te Postmasters 
Convention here today.

"During the lust two years of reconstruction this nation has been 


passing through the furnace," said Dr teolton. "It'has been .1 season 
pf distrust and discontent, with high prices for what we had to buy 
and lower pi Ices for what wo had to Bell. The Socialist and anarchist 
have marshalled all their forces, believing this to'be the time to strike 
a heavy 'blow at the America* form of government, and the establish- 
ment of a Communist form of government, which In time would under- 
mine the foundation of patriotism.

patriot* were more needed, than at 
this moment. This is a time- when 
men must forget their politn.il af- 
rilintfons, and stand as one man hi", 
liind the President and his adminis- 
tration.
